Where the rural child labor i< great, 
the percentage of child illiteracy is 
high. 
The juvenile delinquency law- 
on the statute hooks of most of our 
States are ineffective over the great­ 
er part of those States because ru­ 
ral probation officers

the figures of correctional institu­ 
tions show that the country is large- 
y represented.

Tin* rulings came in reply to a let­ 
ter from Homer L. Cook, secretary 
ot state, who asked eoneeming can­ 
didates 
for prosecuting 
attorneys 
and the legislature. 


the rulings of the attorney gen­ 
eral follow in full: 


“ The primary law (-eo section 1 
thereof) expressly* 
provides 
that 
prosecuting attorneys shall be nom­ 
inated under the provisions of 
such 
law. 
Said law, bv the provisions of 
Section Id. thereof, provides that a 
declaration of candidacy of all c a n ­ 
didates for a judicial office shall be 
tiled in tin* office of the secretary of 
state.

ral children. What are the facts as 
to rural child -welfare? 
They are 


not known. But it is noteworthy 
that the percentage of illiteracy in 
rural communities, according to the 
1910 census, is double that in cities. 
Where the rural child labor is great, 
the percentage of child illiteracy is 
higji. The juvenile delinquency laws 
on the statute books of most of our 
States are jneffeetive over the greatr 
er part of those States because ru- 
ral probation -officers are lacking;
